During a long distance telephone call made by the 
Kernel. Miss Huddleston said: 



‘‘I guess the reason we wanted to meet Herky was 
because he is the coach's son We had a wonderfurtime, 
and It was the first time four of our girls got to go to

Miss Huddleston had the Idea for the trip and then 
wrote to Coach Rupp, saying in part:

Five girls from the Kentucky School for the Blind 
at Louisville came to Lexington Saturday night to 
"watch" UK beat Mississippi and "to meet the players, 
especially Herky.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Ottis Lewis brought the girls from 
Louisville. Each girl carried a transistor radio but the 
radios were ineffective at the game. 

"The reception in the gym was so poor, and the 
crowd was making So much noise, we Anally had to shut 
them off However, there was a group of boys behind 
us from Mississippi who told us what was going on all 
the time," one of the girls said. 

After the game, the girls met the Wildcats outside 
the dressing room in a training room. Adolph Rupp. UK 
basketball coach, said this was the first time, since he 
has been coach (31 years), that girls were allowed there. 

Mr. Rupp added: 

“They just wanted to meet the boys, shake hands, 
and get *ome autographs.

On Educational TV 
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Senate passed two bills. 

The bills now go to Oov. Bert T. 
Combs for his signature. 

House Bill 133 would establish 
a nine-member independent 
agency known as "The Kentucky 
Authority for Educational Tele- 
vision" to operate the network. 
The bill passed 28-3. 

A representative from the Uni- 
versity would be a member of the 
agency. 

Other agency members would in- 
clude the state superintendent of 
public instruction, a member of 
his department, a representative 
from state colleges, three citizen 
members, and two members quali- 
fied in the engineering and tech- 
nical aspects of educational tele- 
vision. 

House Rill 132 would allow the 
state Property and Building 
Commission to Issue revenue 
bunds for television facilities. 
The bill passed 29-7.

The nature of the effort that Stu- 
dent Congress is taking to select the 
most qualified students* for the Uni- 



versity to recommend should be 
enough to reflect the caliber of the 
student that should be hired in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Besides including the routine per- 
sonal information of the student, the 
prospective participant will be asked 
to write briefly why he would like to 
participate in the Washington Sem- 
inar. Then the student may be inter- 
viewed by a board of nine faculty and 
administrative officials for final selec- 
tion. • 

• 

As Jim Daniel, Student Congress 
president, said, the University can- 
not assure that the student selected 
by the faculty screening board will 
be hired by a federal agency, but it 
can recommend the most qualified 
student to the agency. 

But, whether there are five or 25 
•students who are hired by the federal 
agencies, each must remember his re- 
sponsibility as being recommended 
by the University of Kentucky.
